Act Affects English Merchants, Too

But their voices had not 
prevailed when the ministry 
of George Grenville pushed

Few, if any, anticipated 
the reaction of America. But 
the riots against stam p 
distributors, loud protests 
against

Stamp 
Act's 
constitutionality, and strong 
economic pressures co m ­ 
bined to change the thinking 
of many Britons. Not the 
least of influences was the 
agitation of 
British 
m er­ 
chants themselves. 
Organizations Formed 
T raders and m a n u fa c ­ 


turers learned about non­ 
im portation 
and 
non­ 
consumption agreem ents 
from American newspapers 
and business associates, but 
even before this they began 


to organize themselves in 
order to force a repeal of the 
Stamp Act 
In December. 
1765. 
London m erchants 
formed a 
com m ittee to 
mobilize opinions and deluge 
Parliament with petitions. 


B a r lo w 
T r e c o t h i c k , 
chairman of the committee, 
met with the Marquis of 
Rockingham (head of the 
new ministry) to explain the 
m e r c h a n t s ' 
p o s itio n 


Trecothick then drafted a 
circular letter to some 30 
trading and manufacturing 
towns in Great Britain. He 
called 
attention 
to 
the 
distressing consequences of 
loss of the North American 
trade and the necessity of 
working together to promote 
“ the Prosperity of Trade and 
Manufactures.'' 


Petitions Flood In 


The result was not slow in 
c o m in g . 
P a r l i a m e n t 
received m any petitions 
from numerous cities, whose 
m erchants and m anu fac­ 
turers 
declared 
that

Stamp Act would have a 
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ruinous effect on them. In an 
address to the House of 
Commons. 
London 
m e r 
chants pointed out that they 
had “ annually exported very 
large quantities of British 
m a n u fa c tu res" to 
North 
America; and that this trade 
“ so beneficial to the State, 
and so necessary for the 
Support of Multitudes, now 
lies under such Difficulties 
and Discouragements, that 
nothing less than utter ruin 
is apprehended.'' 
Praying for relief from 
economic 
m iseries, 
the 
merchants had little concern 
with arguments about the 
constitutionality 
of 
the 
Stamp Act Not so with the 
Marquis of Rackingham 
Parliam ent Challenged 
Entirely willing to listen to 
the pleas of the merchants, 
the ministry was faced with 
the 
ugly 
fact 
th a t 
the 
colonists had challenged the 
right of Parliament to enact 
the Stamp tax. 
Although 
he u a s 
sym­ 
pathetic to the wishes of the 
m erchants. 
Rockingham 
was also sensitive to the 
feeling of most Britons that 
the authority of Parliament 
over the colonies had to be 
upheld. 
The problem was-- to put it 
succinctly-- how could the 
grievances of the merchants 
be redressed, and the honor 
of Parliament sustained at 
the same time17 
Deluged with d em an ds 
that 
the Stamp 
Act

repealed, and confronted by 
the fact

rebellious 
colonists had nullified the

Stamp Act was agreed to. 
but it must be accompanied 
by a strong assertion of the 
power of Parliament. 
Wheels Turn Slowly 
The wheels of government 
turned very slowly in early 
1766

Pressures on the govern­ 
ment 
m ounted

m e rc h a n ts 
d e m a n d e d 
repeal; angry new spaper 
writers 
sharply 
criticized 
the 
m inistry

upholding the law; in full 
oratorical splendor William 
Pitt thundered in The House 
of Commons. “ I rejoice that 
America has resisted’’; and 
colonial agents (especially 
B e n j a m i n 
F r a n k l i n ) 
testified that the colonists 
did not have enough money 
to pay the Stamp tax for a 
single year. 
A bill for the repeal of the 
Stamp Act passed in March, 
1766, 
but, 
in 
another 
measure, the Declaratory 


Act, P arliam ent asserted 
that it had full authority to 
pass laws for America “in 
all cases whatsoever.” 
No one paid much at­ 
tention to the 
Declaratory 
Act. 
Unbounded joy was ex­ 
pressed 
by 
the 
colonists 
when they got news of the 
repeal The happiness of the 
London 
m erchants 
was 
hardly any less, as can be 
seen in the accompanying 
cartoon.

dramatically to the cost of a pill. 
They are not only concerned with 
how a tablet dissolves but what 
affect 
it 
has 
on*4he 
stomach, 
whether it needs buffering agents 
to cut down on side reactions.

Polly’s Pointers 


Slip covers safest 
for covering couch 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I do hope someone can tell me how to 
clean my couch safely. It has no “care instructions on the 
labels. It is gold-colored 85 per cent polyurethane foam and 
15 per cent blended cotton felt fabric and has a velour-type 
look. The seat cushions do unzip, if they can be washed, but 
the rest of the sofa must be cleaned. Also, the seat cushions 
are out of shape. What can be done about them? They are a 
contour fit and the foam sold in the stores comes no where 
near the right size or style. — KATHY. 
DEAR KATHY — After reading the description of your 
sofa fabric I would never dream of washing even the 
cushion covers and would not try any home cleaning 
without first consulting a professional who can actually 
look at the fabric. If cleaning does not seem feasible, why 
not treat yourself and your room to new washable slip­ 
covers for the sofa? 
If you could find foam too large for your cushions it 
would not be too hard to cut them to the proper size and 
shape. A big sharp knife makes this fairly easy. If that is 
not possible a makeshift move would be to buy a bag or two 
of polyester fiberfill and stuff it in all the sagging parts of 
the chshions. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is that so often I buy batteries 
in packs of four and sometimes more and then find one or two of 
them dead when I am ready to use them. — LARRY. 
DEAR POLLY — I cannot tell you how many times I have 
stubbed a toe on the leg casters at the foot and head of my bed 
My husband came up with an answer to the problem when he 
suggested cutting pieces of foam rubber to cover the offending 
casters. This has worked very well. The bed dust ruffle hides the 
foam. If I did not have a dust ruffle I would get material to match 
the color of the bedspread or the rug and tie, staple or glue the 
material to cover the foam so it would not be so noticeable. Such 
foam scraps might be bought at an upholsterer’s shop. I do hope 
this saves some sore toes. (Polly’s note. Scraps from the room's 
carpet could be used to cover such casters and be more or less un­ 
noticeable.) — LUPITA. 
DEAR POLLY — Baby food costs so much today and most 
babies do not eat an entire jar at one meal. I found the remaining 
food would get watery if stored for even a couple of hours. I solv­ 
ed this by adding potato flakes to the vegetables or dinners and 
rice cereal to the baby fruits so I have enough for another meal. 
If you will notice closely this is written on a cardboard from 
panty hose and I find them very handy for writing notes. — J 
from Pa.
